The Melons be cold and moiftin thefecond degree:but 
thofe which be {weet in taft,are temperatly cold, & the feeds 
haue the like property in medicineto be vfed. And plea- 
fantly doeth the Pompion eate, yetvery hardly digefteth, 
through the coldnes mixed to themoiftureofit. And the 
Pompton is then to be eaten , when the ftomacke before is 
thorowly cleanfed, in that the fame doeth lightly alter into 
thofe humours,and doth fo flacke digeflion, by hauing pre= 
heminencein the ftomacke. And of this we learne by the 
mind of the ancient men,that weeat the Pomptons fafting, 
and to eat no other meat after them, vntill they be halfe di. 
gefted inthe body. And the eating of them do greatly help 
vanatural heats and wicked Agues.And thefeedsdo purge 
the skin, if the skinbe wathed with the deco Gon of them. 
And the Melons haue the vertue of clenfing,as writeth Ga- 
fen in his booke De alimentorums facultatibus rand of this they 
may aptly clenfethe {pots of the face,or Sun-burning , ted 
pimples,and the foulneffe of the body, through the {pots of 
{undry colours. And the perfon whichis ill coloured in the 
face,let him or her takethe feedes of the Melon, pilling off 
the vpper skin of them, vato which puta litle beane meale, 
and working the feedes into fine pouder,mixe them wel to- 
gether, after make final cakes of the fame with Rofe Was 
ter, which driecin the Sunne, and-when they be thus _

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then wath the face with thofe cakes orderly,and they wilaf- 
ter caufe the face become very cleere and faire , and cleanfe , 
the filthie fpots of theskin.

Cucumbers becoldeandmoiftinthefecond degree, as 
writeth eZgineta, and:dae hardly digeft , but the outward 
part ofthem doth caufe a perfiter moifture to fuch, hauing 
hotand ftrong ftomackes,andextinguitheth thirft. And the 
wholefubftancealfo ofthe Cucumber eaten in the f{ummer, 
doeth greatly profite fuch, which then exercife theafelues 
with any labour.Butthe eating ofthem do much harmethe 
flezmatick and delicate perfons,which dono labour ofbo~ 
dy.and that to theirftomacks efpecially.

Alfo the meat of the Cucumbers hard within, and heauy 
in the hand, bee dangerous to the ftomacke, and of this the 
ripe ones be the oftner willed to be eaten, which are known 
onthis wife: that when they be foftin the feeling, and light 
inthe hand then they be fitteft to be eaten.

Andif any making hol- 
low the raw Gourd , and doth after fill the fame with wine,, 
ae 3 and: 
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& fetteth itabroad for a fpace, $& that on themorrow drin= 
keth moderatly of itfafting,it doth alfo gently loofethebel* 
ly. And the raw meat of he Gourd fhred, and laid plafter- - 
wife on {wellings and hard rifings ofthe Heth,doth greatly.

Lthough (gentle Reader ) lbaue not ginen thee 
any labour of mine owne, but rather bane colle~ 
Wy éted the fayings and writings of many antient Au- 
Sy thors, yeti eruft they foall be well accepted of thee - 
Wr without offence. For asbe that fetteth forth unto 
ee the view and reading of all mes, fuch knowledye 
aby bis long fiudie and expersence be hath gotten, is worthy to Lane 
bisduerewardand commendation : evenfoheets not to be aifcom- 
mended , who painefully reuoluing the bookes andvoltmes of many 
and diuers antient writers reduceth them into one lutte treatife, for 
the commodity and profite of the fimple & unlearned fort, for whofe 
onely fakes I haue tranelled inthe tranflation of this worthy matter, 
touching the right vfage andhandiing of Bees : a thing verie rare, 
and eldome feene nthe Englife tongue ,and yet verie prefitablefor 
a Consmon-wealth , andcommontly vfed among the poore busband- 
men , though not inenery point as they ought to be , yet according to 
their knowledge and experience.
